WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Northumber- 
land, qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange 
Hall, in said Town, on the second Tuesday of March 
next, March 138, 1945, to act upon the subjects here- 
inafter mentioned. The polls will be open at said 
place and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon 
until 6:00 o’clock in the afternoon for the reception 
of your ballots upon the election of town officers 
under the Australian Ballot Laws; furthermore, you 
are hereby warned that on said date and place, at 


11:00 o’clock in the forenoon, the matters of appropri- 


ations and such other business properly coming be- 
fore said meeting will be taken up for your considera- 
tion and action. 

* 1. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town treasurer, 
two auditors, and one road agent. 

* 2. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing three years: one selectman, one libra- 
ry trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. 

* 3. To see if the town will vote to support United 


States membership in a general system of. interna- 


tional cooperation, such as'that proposed at the Dum- 
barton Oaks Conference, having police power to main- 
tain the peace of the world. 

4. To see if the town will instruct its selectmen 
to appoint all other town officers as required by law. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay town officers and for the support of 
the town poor. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of the police department. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for building and repairing highways and 
bridges and for town maintenance. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for sewer maintenance. 
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9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for lighting streets for the ensuing year. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of the public library. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the employment of a district nurse. 

13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to meet interest charges for the ensuing year. 

14. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $319.25 for town road aid, thereby obtaining from 
the state the amount the town is entitled to, said sums 
to be expended on Class V roads. 

15. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for miscellaneous expenses. 

16. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $300.00 for maintaining a suitable skating place 
on the old ball field. 

17. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 for tarring streets in 
Groveton village.

wing attachments and to expend in all for the same 
a sum not to exceed eight thousand five hundred 
($8,500) dollars, and authorize the Board of Select- 
men to issue serial town notes in a sufficient sum to 
pay for the same with maturity and interest rates 
as they may decide, in compliance with the “Munici- 
pal Bonds Statute.” 

23. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to selling and conveying the homestead premises 
of the late Charles Sweet situate on State Street, 
and now owned by the town. . 

24. To see if the voters will instruct the Select- 
men to put poison rat bait on the town dump every 
week and raise money for same. 

25. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Selectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in antic- 
ipation of taxes in order to defray expenses. 

26. To see if the town will vote for a scale of dis- 
counts for the prepayment of real estate and per- 
sonal property taxes on the basis of three per cent, 
if paid by June 1, 1945, two per cent if paid by Au- 
gust 1, 1945, and one per cent if paid by October 1, 
1945, or any other scale of discount that the town 
may vote to determine.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the members of the Northumberland School Board: 
I hereby submit for your consideration, my eleventh 
annual report of the Northumberland schools. 
At the close of the schools in June, 1944, we lost from 
the high school building the following teachers: Vir- 


-ginia Currier, Lois E. Oliver, Elizabeth Walker and 


Robert Omand. Those positions were filled by Davina 
Croall, social sciences; Helen Cassidy, history; Rosella 
Smith, mathematics, and Roger Bergeron, manual arts. 
From the elementary schools, we lost Lillian Calzolari 
who is teaching in Berlin and Catherine L. Bateman 
who is teaching in Claremont. Those vacancies were 
filled by Leona B. Fysh and Elsie Hachey, both teachers 
of experience. 

The athletics, boys’ basket ball and base ball, are 
under the direction of Roy Cascadden and the girls’ 
basket ball is under the guidance of Angeline Janitos. 

The vocal music of the high school is under the direc- 
tion of Ellen B. Corey and the instrumental music under 
Mr. G. E. Wentworth as teacher. The music in the 
elementary school building is under the supervision of 
Mrs. Ruth Wentworth. The results in the music depart- 
ments seem very satisfactory. 

The September enrollment was as follows: senior 

class 25, junior class 25, sophomore class 34, freshmen 
class 55, grade eight 34, grade seven 40, or a total of 
213 in the high school building. This number consisted 
of 91 boys and 122 girls. Since the opening of schools 
in September, we have lost four pupils and gained eight 
which leaves us at the close of the first half of the 
school year, with 217 pupils. In the ten elementary 
schools, grades one to six inclusive,. were registered 
318 pupils in September. The total registration, to date, 
is approximately 535. 
Last year 568 different pupils were registered in all 
of our schools, but 29 of these had been previously 
registered in some other district in the state. The 
schools were actually in session 36 weeks with a per 
cent of attendance of 94.01. 

The following thirty-three pupils had a_ perfect 
record, that is, they were not absent or tardy for the

Nine school board meetings were held during the 
year. The schools were visited by 387 citizens and the 
superintendent was credited with 1,060 teacher visits. 

The annual health examination of the school children 
was made by W. R. Schillhammer, M.D., assisted by 
Florence Wheeler, R.N. The report showed 82 pupils 
underweight, 44 with defective vision, 182 with de- 
fective teeth, 71-with diseased tonsils, and 7 with 
defective breathing. The following up work, done by 
Miss Wheeler, resulted in six being treated for defec- 
tive vision, 150 for defective teeth and 24 for diseased 
tonsils. 

During the year, 62 cases of measles were reported, 
three cases of whooping cough, 12 cases of pediculosis, 
and two cases of skin disease. A. T..& A. clinic was held 
in Lancaster hospital and 20 cases were treated. Dental 
clinics were held in the dentist office in Groveton during 
March, April and May, and 48 cases were treated.

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ANOTHER ENEMY TO CONQUER 


Here is a home front fight that everyone can 
get into. Last year in this State 558 brush and 
forest fires burned over 4,648 acres of land, of 
which 2,788 acres were valuable timber and 
young growth. With available manpower the 
lowest of any year since the war started, you 
can help to keep this loss down by preventing 
these fires from starting. 


Keep in mind these simple rules: 


1. Always get a permit from your forest fire 
warden before starting any fires in the open. 
Burning under certain conditions is permitted. 


2. Never burn unless you have enough help to 
control your fire—a permit does not excuse 
you of negligence in case it gets away. 

3. Always report any uncontrolled fire prompt- 
ly to your forest fire warden. Minutes lost 
are acres lost. 


4. Be especially careful with cigarettes, matches 
and pipes. Smokers caused most of our 
fires. — | :
